After this business Mr. Wallace 


then statod that he had been criticised 
for the large amounts expended 'for 
engineer'.1) work In tbe borough, and 


it stood and in every detail. He read 
a communication from J. B. Hogg, 
Borough Engineer, who explained that 
the requirements demanded by the 
State Board of Health had made it 
necessary to make contour maps of 
the . entire town, covering 70 V4 acres, 
and tbat to contour this required the 
going over of 1,000 acres of land. Mr. 
Hogg ably defended his position In 
his charge, and pointed out, that when 
he took charge of tha ollco there was 
a complete absence of maps or notes, 
and that ho had endeavored to secure 
these and make permanent maps and 
notes to be turned over to his suc- 
cessor. 
He bailed attention to tho 


. able- corps of men he had employodi 
and showed the Council where he had 
really saved them money in having 
already in his own ofllce statistics 
bearing upon details that wore neces- 
sary, details he had prepared at his 
own expense, before his election. Tho 
general Impression that Mr. Hogs was 
doing a great deal In a painstaking 
way was apparent among all those 
present. 
, Council endorsed the Chamber ot 
Commerce's plan to have a public 
park erected .'in Hogg's Hollow. 
A 


very comprehensive plan was offered 
at the Council meeting lost night. Tho 
Hogg holrs agree to rent the park 
tract to the borough al: a nominal ren- 
tal of $1 per year, and agree that 
upon the expiration of 10 years, or 
sooner, the. Council or the Chamber of 
Commerce will be given the prefer- 
ence In the purchase of the tract at 
the price of ?7,000, neither body bind- 
ing Itself to take over tho property. 
An additional offer of. ground, making 
the entire tract approximate 16 acres, 
hut reserving • the entrance 
to 
ono 


house, was also made, 
Tho Council 


did as requested, and gave Its hearty 
approval to the 'plan without binding 
It ia any way to carry out its provis- 
ions. Thu gift Is tho largest and most 
handsome ever made to the borough 
by a citizen. 


F. C. Conwiiy and H. L. Lsnhart 


presented tho Council a bill for ?270, 
for the laying of a sewer In the Dav- 
idson addition. Two years ago It was 
agreed that these two parties should 
lay- the sewer and that It should be 
taken over by tha borough at the ex- 
piration of that time. A motion that 
the men bo paid had .almost passed 
through, when Mr. Wallace asked- that 
It be passed over Lo the next meeting 
on account of tho low state of funds 
In the treasury. Tills was finally done, 
and the mon will have their bill paid 
at tho next meeting. 


Thu Street Committee was directed 


to take 1131 the miisancy caused by the 
Third Wja'd school building throwing 
water onto lots lower down, and on- 
deavor to havo tho School Directors' 
enter a sewer 'with tbe drainage.
